this doubling of the tax will be an increase in 
revenue of $15,000,000 more. The present 
pound rates on cigars and cigarets will be 
changed to a tax of $100 per 1,000, Which will 
bring in $5,000,000 more of revenue. The 
stamp taxes of 1866 will be re@nacted, and it 
is éstimated that a revenue of $30,000,000 will 
be derived from bank checks and other com- 
mercial instruments, proprietary medicines, 
and long-distance raflroad tick- 
ets. 


h Besides this the new law will carry a tax 


of one cent for each telegram costing 25 
cents, and the same rate for multiples of that 
sum.’ These embrace the strictly internal 
revenue taxes. The revenue will also 
be increased by fixing a customs duty of 3 
cents per pound on coffee and 10 cents per 
pound on tea. 

To equalize prices a countervailing inter- 
nal revenue tax of the same amount will be 
assessed on all tea and coffeein the hands of 
dealers at the time the new law goes into 
effect. 

Estimating the revenue from tea at $10,- 
000,000 and coffee at $20,000,000, the bill 
agreed upon tonight-makes an estimated 


annual revenue of $115,000,000, in addition 


to the unknown amount to be derived from 
telegrams. 

To provide the treasury with funds with- 
out waiting for the slow processes of taxa- 
tian the committee has agreed to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to make a tem- 
porary loan of $100,000,000 by means of 
Treasury certificates running for one year, 
and bearing 3 per cent interest. This would 
be distinctly a popular joan, and the cer- 


tificates would be issued in the sum of $50 


and multiples thereof. The bill provides 
that they shall be sold at postoffices and 
other public depositories. As this purely 
popular loan is intended to meet present 
emergencies, and will ultimately be paid by 
increased taxation the certificates will be 
sold and will be payabidin lawful money,” 
so that the purchasers can buy these patri- 
otic securities for gold, silver, or greenbacks. ‘ 
These certificates will be sold at par. 

To provide for the permanent expenses of 
the war the Secretary of the Treasury will 
be authorized to issue bonds of both low and 
high denominations running for twenty 
years and bearing 5 per cent interest on the 
par value. This series of bonds will be 


“offered for public competition, so as to re- 


duce the actual iriterest rate to a figure not 
To avoid any contro- 
versy in Congress these new 5-20 bonds will 
be made identical with the present securities 
of the government, and hence will be pay- 
able in “coin,” which, of course, means 
either gold or silver, at the option of the 
government. 

These measures, agreed upon tonight, will 
provide the Treasury with an immediate 
revenue of $600,000,000 as a general war 


loan, and a contingent annual revenue in the |.

During the last few weeks hecessity of mak- 
ing preparations for war in a hurry has re- 
sulted in certain owners of ships and muni- 
tions of war “ soaking’’ the government in 
a degree hardly compatible with ordinary 
ideas of patriotism; therefore, as soon as the 
Ways and Means committee bil, agreed 
upon in secret tonight, is presented to the 
House, previding, as it doés, for the enrich- 
ment of the Treasury by hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars, the Appropriations commit- 
tee will at once proceed to tie strings to 
these millions and endeavor to reduce the 
boodling in army céntracts to the minimum. 

The Ways and Means committee has de- 
ferred the construction of its bill until this 
time for the express purpose of avoiding 
the onslaught of interested people. It has 
now settled upon a revenue bill which will 
not be materially changed and which it is 
hoped to push through Congress before the 
pocket money patriots have time to combine 
against it. 

Tonight's bill has the ganction of the 
Treasury department and is beliéved to be 
the best revenue measure possible under 
the circumstances.

The reason which prompted the calling 
together of representatives of near-by States 
for a hurried conference with the war offi- 
cials at Washington is the desire to gain 
information as to what form of a military 
reorganization bill will be acceptable to the 
guardsmen. 

Representative Hull of Iowa, who is the 
Chairman of the Military Affairs committee 
of the House, today introduced a bill which 
he says is by no means perfect, but he offers 


“it as the frame work for a measure which 


he hopes will be built largely in the confer- 
ence tomorrow. In the new scheme all the 
good points of the reorganization bill, which 
was lost, are retained and section 5, which 
was so obnoxious to the State militia, has 
been stricken out. 

There are no features in the new bill which 


will materially affeet the Illinols regiments. 


The greatest change is not likely to do more 
than add seventeen men per company. As 
to the number of men which should compose 
a company, there seems to be a diversity of 
opinion. Ohio, it ts said, puts the number 
at 100, which is also the Illinois figure. 
Pennsylvania prefers 140, Wisconsin wants 
ten more, and New York wants 230. The new 
pill provides for 100 men and twenty officers 
and non-commissioned Officers. It is hoped 
that after the consideration of the bill before 
the conference and adjustments of its pro- 
visions to the best interests of the regular 
army and guardsmen, the opposition will 
be withdrawn from the passage of this op- 
portune measure.

His Yacht May Be Seized and 
a Fine Imposed. 


NEW ORLEANS IS IN PORT 


Experts Disctiss the Good Points 
of the Recent Purchase. 


TO BUY 100 MORE SHIPS.

Robert Goelet ‘etain in this ‘port 
May Be Robert Goelet's 
Imprisoned steam yacht Nahma 
— upon its arrival and 


. summon its owner to 
show cause why he should not be fined $1,000 
and imp-isoned for six months. 

The State department charges Mr. Goelet 
with having abandoned five of his sailors 
on March 8 last in Barbadoes, leaving them 
without money or means of returning home. 
The information upon which the charge is 
brought is contained in a letter from Samuel 
A. Macallister, United States Consul at Bar- 
badoes, a copy of which was obtained at the 
State department in Washington today. The 
letter reads as follows: 

“ Barbadoes, March 3, 1808.—The, Hon. 
Secretary of State, Washington, D. C.—Sir: 
I have the honor to report that the American 
yacht Nahma, owned by Robert Goelet, ar- 
rivedeat this place on Feb. 28 and cleared 
for*Trinidad with British bill of health at 


seamen—namely: William Bilney, Frederick 
James Cox, Alexander Frazer, James Giea- 
field, and Alexander McIntyre. I inclose 
herewith a copy of the statements under 
oath of the seamen.” 

“They are entirely destitute, and under 
the decision of the First Controller, as set 
forth in the Department of State’s circu- 
lar of Sept. 29, 1807, I have taken charge 
of the men, will furnish them with board and 
necessaries, and will send them to New 
York at the first opportunity. 

“The seamen state that there is a con- 
siderable amount of money due them from 
the yacht as wages. No notice was given 
at this consulate of the intended depart- 
ure of the yacht, or relative to these men 
who reported to me on my arrival at the 
consulate this morning. Yours, etc., 

‘“‘SaMuEL A. MACALLISTER, 
** United States Consul.’* 

The five seamen state in their affidavit 
that they obtained “shore leave” on the 
evening of March 2 from 8 to 10 o'clock. 
They returned to the dock, where one of the 
yacht’s boats was to meet them, a few mip- 
utes late and found no boat. They had 
no money and harbor boatmen refused to 
take them to the Nahma. The yacht safled 
the following morning, ignoring their fran- 
tic signals. 
_ Coliector Bidwell today issued an order 


owner, but was informed the yacht sailed 
from Newport today for Liverpool. ‘The 
United States officials are particularly an- 
noyed because the Nahma ignored the Amer- 
ican Consul at Barbadoes. 

Mr, Goclet is charged with violating sec- 
tion 5,363 of the revised statutes, which 
makes it an offense for a shipowner or 
master to sail from a foreign port leaving 
any of his crew, except deserters, behind. 
In case of deserters the ship’s master is 
required to notify the American Consul, and 
with him institute a dillgent search for the 
men before sailing.

Be- 
fore half of the sixteen shots had been fired 
the colony was out of doors, loaded down 
with babies and other valuables, scream- 
ing: ‘‘ The Spaniards!” and running for 
the woods. It was 9 o’clock before the 
public could calm them and get them home 
again. 

The New Orleans, even though it is dirty 
because of its rough voyage and its hur- 
ried departure from the Armstrong docks, 
makes a fine picture. Its lines are clean and 
graceful; its fighting top looks all busi- 
ness.

SUMMARY OF DEVELOPMENTS 
> 

The entire available military force 
of the United States will be mobilized 
within a few days, the necessary orders 
being given by the War Department 
yesterday afternoon, The infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery regiments will be 
concentrated in fotlr grand divisions 
at Chickamauga, New Orleans, Mobile, 
and Tampa. From these points the 
army can be quickly transported to 
Cuba in the event of hostilities. All 
regimental commanders are ordered to 
start at once, 

The Republican members of the Ways 
and Means committee have decidéd to 
raise a war fund of $600,000,000. Of 
this amount $100,000,000 will consist 
of treasury certificates and $500,000,- 
000 of bonds: The internal revenues

Great Activity in the Southern City

track has been offered as a camp ground 
for the State militia and will in all proba- 
bility become the central point in case of a 
‘general muster.

HE THINKS IT IS A JUST WAR. 


President M. W. Stryker of Hamilton 
College Discusses the Present Crisis 
—Would Strike Hard and Swift. 


President M. W. Stryker of Hamilton Col- 
lege, who came to Chicago on Thursday to 
conduct the funeral services for his friend, 
the late Henry W. King, considers that the 
time for action in the Cuban question has 
finally arrived. In the Inter Ocean of yes- 
terday was published the following state- 
ment of Dr. Stryker's views on the crisis: 

“I think it’s a just war, first, on the 
grounds of preventing further suffering of 
thousands of helpless men, women, and 
children. I think the starving of the Cu- 
bans, to say nothing of other crimes against 
person asd property by the Spanish, is the 
most gigantic barbarism of the nineteenth 
century. Second, the destruction of the 
Maine of itself constitutes a sufficient rea- 
son for exacting an immediate explanation 
and whatever reparation possible from 
Spain. 

“It remains now for President McKinley 
to prove that he can act as promptly, stern- 
ly, and thoroughly as he has peptone y 
patiently. I believe the time has come to 
strike hard and swift. Blank cartridges are 
always cruel. The American people believe, 
19 to 1, that we have not only an occasion, 


‘but a duty. They will sustain intrepidity,* 


but they will never forgive vacillation. It 
will be much easier to secure the independ- 
ence of a Cuban government than its stabil- 
ity. But at all events America is committed 
to prove that her present arming is not 
prompted by lust of land.” 

Discussing the present condition of Ham- 
ilton College, to which he went five and a 
half years ago from the Fourth Presbyte- 
rian Church of Chicago, President Stryker 


said: 

* Hamiltén College has an hororable rec- 
ord of nearly 100 years, and a very high per- 
centage of her graduates have shown power 
as teachers, preachers, and jurists. Her 
fame as a school of public speech is wide and 
well earned.”” 

President Stryker said the ¢tudents were 
enthusiastic over the prospects of the free; 
dom of Cuba. During the late war Hamilton 
sent 183 men to the defense of the union out 
of 1,200 living graduates. As to there being 
any call upon the colleges for thé present 
war, he said he did not think it would be 
widespread enough to require such volun- 
teers. ‘Our war with Spain,” he said, 
* will be almost entirely a naval matter, and 
we surely have the force to handle her, 
@ur men are all ready to answer any cajl 
the nation may make. We have not formed 
any companies, as have some of the other 
colleges, but the war record of Hamilton 
will not suffer by comparison.” 

The Rev. Dr. Stryker will preach at the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church tomorrow 
morning at 10:45 o’clock. 


PRESIDENT’S ACTION OUTLINED 


Prompt Ultimatum When Empowered, 


Followed by Vigorous Military 
and Naval Demonstration. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

‘Washington, D. C., April 14.—The Wash- 
ington Post's summary of the situation, to 
be published in tomorrow's issue, includes 
the following statement: : 

“ Immediately the President is empowered 
to use the army and navy, he will iseue an 
ultimatum ‘to Spain, giving hef twenty+four 
hours—possibly forty-eight—within which to 
answer whether she will peaceably withdraw 
her troops and flag from Cuba. Her refusal 
to evacuate the island—which is of course 
expected—will be the signal for action on 
the part of this government, and that action 
will be the vigorous use of both our naval 
and land forces. 

“ The Post makes this statement upon the 
highest possible authority, the course of 
action indicated having been decided upon 
at yesterday's Cabinet meeting. 

“Should the resolutions reach the Presi-

CRANDALL ARREST A FAIRY TALE 


Stirring “ Torpedo ” Yarn Published in 
Yellow Journals Proves to Be 
& Falsehood. 


: The story of the alleged arrest of one 
Charles A. Crandall, allas Emanuel Esca- 
daro, at Highwood, Mil,, on Thursday and of 
his alleged admission that he had, ih com- 
pliance with the directions of General Wey- 
ler, planted the harbor of Havana with tor- 
pedoes and mines, which was published yes- 
terday by the Times-Herald, that well- 
known yellow journal, was greeted with un- 
bounded laughter by United States army 
officers and secret service agents. 

The story was offered to Tue Trisune 
and was not accepted on account Of its evi- 
dent falsity. 

The story goes that Crandall! was run down 
by a Cuban spy and has been tracked from 
Key West to Nashville, from there to St. 
Louis, then to Chicago, and finally captured 
at Highwood, Ill. It is stated that the .hree 
secret service agents-who made the capture, 
in order to prevent knowledge of it from 
becoming known, left the train. at Irving 
Park and came into Chicago by a trolley 
line and immediately took a Baltimore and 
Ohio train for Washington. After success- 
fully eluding observation in this manner 
they allowed their man to be interviewed at 
great length, though where or by whom was 
not stated. 

The man who was assigned the task of 
giving the yarn a local color should have 
studied a railway map. If he had done so 
he would not have forced the secret service 
agents to walk several miles across the 
prairie to find a railway that passed through 
Irving Park. He was apparently ignorant 
of the fact the Evanston branch of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern runs through Fligh- 
wood and that does not pass within miles 
of Irvifg Park. It is singular, too, that the 
Baltimore and railway ticket arents 
have no record of the tickets upon which 
the alleged party of four réde from Chicago 
-to Washington. The only passengers from 
this city to the national capital.on Thuraday 
were a2 man and two women, who went by 
the 3:30 p. m. train. 

Another odd circumstance is that the resi- 
dents of Highwood were in complete igno- 
rance of the presence ‘in their midst’’ of 
such a man as Crandall or of the arrest 

Captain Thomas I. Porter, head of the 
United States secret service bureau in Chi- 

declared yesterday that he knew noth- 
Servot Crandall or of the presence of two 
secret service operatiyes in Chicago. He 
was in Cairo Thursday attending court. 
Postofiice Inspector James E. Stuart is not 
in the city, but Inspector in Chares Uara- 
mour declared his chief was absent on post- 
office business and that the alleged arrest 
was unknown to his office, 

Army officgrs in the Pullman Building said 
the story uld be interesting if.true, but 
ho oue could be found who credited it. 

United States Commissioner Wirt Humph- 
rey said that even if the admissions credited 
to the alleged prisoner were true no charge 
could be preferred against him and no war- 
rant could be issued for his arrest. He cou!d 
be subpceenaed as a witness by a committee 
of Congress, but no attachment could be 
issued for him until he had refused to ap- 
pear. 

Chief Wilkie of the United States secret 
Service also-declare Washington that he 
had not’ beérn informed of the existénce, far 
less of the arrest, of a man named Crardall 
or Escadaro or any one supposed to have 
been employed to lay mines and torpedoes 
in the harbor of Havana. 

Admifal Brown, under whom the alleged 
Crandall was alleged to have served abcard 
the San Francisco some years ago, was in- 
terviewed in Indianapolis. He said he had 
heard the story some time ago and that it 
sounded to him like a “ galley” yarn. He 
declared the real Crandall is married and 
living in Honolulu and that he Was never in 
his life in Cuban waters and that he has no 
knowledge of electricity or submarine mines. 
Admiral! Brown said Crandall’s proper name 
was Charles D. Chase. Being a man of good 
education, he was made one of Adniiral 
Brown's orderlies. Admiral Brown saic he 
heard from Crandall, or Chase, frequently. 
Chapter 2 of the Crandall tale came to 
light last night, when a Boston newspaper 
received’ an alieged dispatch from Chicago 
to the effect that Crandall and the three 
secret service men changed their plans of 
going to Washington and instead hied them- 
selves to South Chicago—according to the

The second chapter continues: 

“‘ Barly this morning Crandall set to work 
drawing plans of the harbor of Havana and 
the location of the mines and torpedoes, 
In order to make the details exact a 
draughtsman from Chicago Was engaged, 
and tomorrow one of the State department 
agents will start for Washington as a spe- 
cial messenger, carrying the official de- 
signs, documents, and plans to the State 
department. In an interview Crandall said: 

Since I left Nashville I have used an assumed 
mame. There is in Chicago today gnother man 
who assisted ~ in my work of layiag the mines 
and torpeloes. I hope he will come forward and 
tell the truth as I have done. He its at present, 
so far as I know, holding a commission in the 
Spanish army and 1 have been told that he is 
going to Washington asa spy. He was.my chief 
assistant. He and I came from Key West to- 


ther.

« Crandall was. kept in close custody, so 
to speak, all day téday by the secret service 
agents of the State department. Tonight 
he was brought to this city to answer to 
his statements before a notary public. He 
is exceedingly afraid of public sentiment. 
After he had signed his statements he was 
taken to Evanston for the night. He re- 
ceived a letter this evening from Milwau- 
kee asking him not to testify against Spain 
and offering him $5,000 for the service. He 
handed the letter over to the State depart- 
ment agents, who mailed it to the Secre- 


tary of State.”

Cabinet Takes Notice of the 
Pretender’s Threat. 


WILL LEAD A REBELLION. 


Declares the Yankees’ Challenge 
Must Be Accepted. 


MORET BUYS TWO VESSELS. 


Madrid, April 14, via Bayonne, France, 
April 15. ~The action taken by the Spanish 
Cabinet today has confirmed the general 
belief, which has been prevalent here since 
yesterday, that war is now inevitable. The 
warlike tone of the official note issued by 
the Spanish government finds general ap- 
proval here and creates much excitement, 

One factor, undoubtedly, is Don Carlos’ 
manifesto of yesterday, of which the follow- 
ing is an extract, which was not risked sub- 
mitting to the censor: 

“The Governcrs of Madrid may make a 
call to arms inevitable and immediate if 
they continue to permit the Spanish stand- 
ard to be dragged in the mud. Twenty 
years of patriotic retirement have proved 
that I am neither ambitious nor a con- 
spirator, The greater and better part of my 
life, a8 a man, has been spent in the diffi- 
cult task of restraining my hatural im- 
pulses and those of my enthusiastic Carlists, 
whose eagerness I was the first to appre- 
ciate, but which, nevertheless, I curbed, al- 
though it rent my heart to do so. 

“Today national honor speaks lowler 
than anything, and the same patriotic duty 
which formerly bade me say, ‘ Wait yet a 
while,’ may leave me to cry, commanding 
the Carlists, ‘Forward!’ And not only to 


the two national forces which still bravely 
withstand the enervating femininities of a 
regency, the people, and the army. 

* If the glove which Washington has flung 
in the face of Spain is picked up by Madrid 
I will continue the same example of abnega- 
tion as before, wretched in that I cannot par- 
take in the struggle other than by praycrs 
and by the influence of my name.”’ 

Continuing Don Carlos in his manifesto 
says: 

“I will applaud from my soul those who 
have the good fortune to face the fire, and 
I shall consider those Carlists as serving my 
cause who embark in war against the 
United States. 

** But, if everything leads me to fear that 
the policy of humiliation will again prevail, 
we will snatch the reins of government from 
those who are unworthy to hold them and 
we will occupy their places.”’ 


Hamburg-American liners Normannia and 
Columbia was confirmed tonight. It is said 
that the Minister for the Colonies, Sefior 
Moret, bought them without consulting Ad- 
mira] Bermajo, the Minister of Marine. 

As. indicated tonight in the Heraldo, Spain 
is figuring on yellow fever being an impor- 
tant factor of the Cuban situation. It says: 

** We have 200,000 troops on the island, per- 
fectly acclimatiged, and any Americans who 
are landed there will die like flies.’’

MADRID PAPERS ARE BITTER. 


Declared by El Correo That the Real 
Desire of the Administration Is 
to Annex Cuba. 


Maérid, April 15.—El Epoca, Conservative, 
considering that war is imminent, approves 
the summoning of the Cortes as strengthen- 
ing alike the public spirit and the hands of 
the government. It compliments the Queen 
Regent on her generous subscription to the 
navy fund, dencuncing severely the Con- 
gressional reference to the Maine disaster, 
highly approving the decision of the govern- 
ment thereupon, and says that “ the world 
now knows American humanitarianism 
spells hypocrisy.” 

El Epoca further says it is glad that 
Sefior Polo y Bernabe has orders for with- 
drawal from Washington, should an of- 
ficilai act sanction American intervention In 
Cu The world, it declares, already 
possesses plenty of proofs of Spain's pa- 
tience and moderation. Though, as the ces- 
sation of diplomatic relations is a step 
toward war, El Epoca could wish that the 
initiative had been left to America. 

The ministerial Bil Correo calls attention 
to the fact that the United States Senate 
has not yet voted, though the paper believes 
a vote will probably be taken today or, at 
the iatest, tomorrow.

SPAIN IS IN OUR REAR. 


Possibilities inthe Matter of Se- 
 euring Coal Supplies, 


ADVANTAGE IS UNCLE SAM'S. 


New Xork,.April 15.—[Special.]—The Army 
urnal considers a comparison 
e Spanish and United States navies 
e by a correspondent at Washington of 
the London Engineer of so much importance 
that it will tomorrow republish it, copies of 
, the Engineer having just been received. The 
article in the Engineer is signed U. S&S. A., 
and says: “Spain’s reasonable policy, in 
ease of war, would be one of immediate naval 
activity, for in that way anly could she se- 
ng Cuba and Costa Rica as bases of sup- 
& 
“ As & strategic base Cuba is vital to even 
momentary success for Spain, while Costa 
Rica would prove but a questionable support 
under any condition. 

“With Cuba as an objective, let us see 
what Spain's chances are there. At present 
her army is fed in bulk by food imported for 
that purpose, so completely have the insur- 
gents turned the advantages of the island to 
their own end. Modern ships of war are 
great coal consumers, and their demands 
in that direction must be met to make the 
vessels effective. Setting aside the coal! al- 
ready in Cuba and available for the purposes 
of the Spanish fleet, and leaving out of the 
question for the present the harassing in- 
ternal condition of the island, it is necessary 
to know only that of the coal already in 
Cuba quite two-thirds of it came from the 
‘United States, and also that in case of a dec- 
laration of war, coal coming from any neu-~ 
tral nation would be contraband, and liable 
to capture, no matter what the flag under 
‘which it claimed protection. 

Coal Nearly 4,000 Miles Away. 

*“‘ With Cuba under blockade the next near- 
est coaling stations belonging to Spain are 
in the Canary Islands, distant something like 
8,500 miles; and there is not one of her ves- 
sels able to come from there even at the 
most economical speed and still have enough 
coal left to make it. serviceable but for a 
precious short while. By international law 
a neutral port can give vessels of belliger- 
ent nations coal enough only to 
carry them safely to the next nearest 
of their national ports;’and it is quite need- 
less to remark that Cuban ports, not Span- 


_ish ports, would govern strictly the ships of 


Spain. In effect, then, assuming the Span- 
ish ,possession of the island, Spain's ships 
would have either to depend upon the Cana- 
ry Islands or upon such doubtful supplies of 
coal as could be smuggled into the strictly 
Spanish ports of Cuba. 

‘“‘How are we prepared to intercept her 
first move, her rally about Cuba, and then 
to mect her possible second stroke in the 
shape of operations against our own sea- 
board? Everything would depend upon our 
securing the command of the sea; and in 
this case command of the sea would first 


near our seacoast open to Spanish oceu- 
pancy. 
Spain’s Available Ships. 

“The Spanish vessels actually in Cuban 
Waters t6éday are two armored cruisers of 
7,000 tons each—the Vizcaya and the Christo- 
bal Colon—one protected cruiser, the Marquis 
de la Ensenada, six unprotected cruisers, 
twenty-four small gunboats, and one trans- 
port, aggregating in all 37,598 tons displace- 
ment. As a matter of possibility, the avail- 
able Spanish ships now in Spain may be 
addéd; and these consist of the battleship 
of 9,900 tong, the armored cruisers 
“Carlos V. and Infanta Maria Teresa of 9,235 
and 7,000 tons respectively; the protected 
cruiser Alfonso XIII., and the cruisers Ara- 
gon, Lepanto, and Navarra, amounting in 
all to a total displacement of 42,645 tons. 
There are a few small gunboats, four tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, and about half a dozen 
seagoing torpedo boats. 

‘‘In the Philippine Islands the Spanish 
have a number of small cruisers and gun- 
boats, of which the Castilla, of 3,260 tons 
displacement, is the only vessel of considera, 
ble force, the total displacement of the twen- 
ty-one other craft amounting only to 8,409 
tons. Taken upas they are with the internal 
condition of these islands they could offer 
but momentary trouble to our interests in 
_the Orient, where we have the Olympia, thé 
Boston, the Raleigh, the Petrel, and the Con: 
cord, a fighting force of 14,695 tons. ss 

“Of Spain’s merchant vessels armed as 
cruisers five have already been accounted 
for, and the nine remaining could be readily 
supplied with guns either from the Spanish 
arsenals or from the well-known gun fac- 
tories of either Germany or France and 
slipped over the frontier without our knowl- 


edge. 
Comparison of Strength. 

“ Setting aside the questions of personnel, 
speed, and coal endurance, and coming down 
‘to the total displacement and the total 
muzzle energy, and the total weight of pro- 
jectiles fired by all of the regular naval ves- 
sels on each side during a period of three 
minutes, the present available force on each 
side may be represented as follows: y

It 
would not be necessary for us to undertake 
an extensive occupation of Cuba. By recog- 
nizing the insurgents we at once become 
possessed virtually of a native ally and an 
acclimatized army of occupation and may 
be saved to that extent the insalubrious 
consequences upon our own men. 

“‘In the matter of personnel we may rea- 
sonably count upon that Anglo-Saxon sta- 
bility and courage common tous as a peo- 
ple, and, Joo, upon that wider intelligence, 
adaptability, and unity of purpose born of 
free institutions; while in opposition we 
should -have to face the nervous, excitable 
character of the Spaniard, hampered by a 
species of educational indifference and sloth 
born of long years of national torpor, aristo- 
cratic dominance, and a hazy, unreasoning 
faith in past glory.”

a special mission to Europe from the United 
States government. Alluding to the alle- 
gation that the great powers were to make 
a naval demonstration in Spain’s favor, he 
expressed the utmost incredulity as to its 
truth and its feasibility even if contem- 
plated, 

“ The Foreign office declares absolutely 
untrue that the powers have even discussed 
any proposition of comcrete action in the 
Hispano-American dispute. So far they 
have merely decided, for the moment, to 
offer no further intervention as a_ body. 

“Italy, however, has proposed that Rus- 
sia, a recognized interested nation, should 
use its offices to induce the United States 
to accept a middle course—one less vigorous 
in its actions. This the other powers have 
heartily approved. 

“The entire Italian press is hostile to the 
Unfted States. The Tribuna calls on the 
powers to mark the risk an American vic- 
tory would mean for them. K says: ‘If 
Spain is vanquished, the old established 
rights of Europe will fall before American 
highhandedness, America’s Gargantuan ap- 
petite will grow with victory, and then woe 
to the nations of Europe.’ 

*“ The Popolo Romano compares America’s 
action to the Jameson raid in the Trans- 
vaal and says it is ‘ unjustified and con- 

by the whole civilized world,’ and 
that America is mistaken if she thinks 
Spain will be left at her mercy.” 


Discredited at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Special.}— 
European intervention is in the air, but it 
is liable to stay there. No official represen- 
tations have been made to the State de- 
partment indicating a genuine concert of 
the powers to prevent action by the United 
States in cleaning things up down in Cuba. 
On the contrary, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, and Russia have practically ad- 
mitted that they have no concern in Cuba. 
Austria and Italy would like to provoke 
action by the powers for dynastic and re- 
ligious reasons. 

The really great powers of Europe fully 
understand that President McKinley is 
bound by the terms of the Monroe doctrine 
to resent ag once and by force any inter- 
ference by the nations across the Atlantic 
with the affairs of America. 

There is a well-understood concert of the 
powers in Europe, but it is largely, if not 
entirely, directed to bringing pressure to 
bear upon Spain, and not upon the United 
States. There has been a rapid exchange 
of notes between the Foreign offices of all 
the great powers, and their Ambassadors 
here have also held informal conferences. 
But the codperation between the European 
nations is largely incidental to the coming 
war.e They have insisted on receiving the 
assurances of both Spain and the United 
States that if war must come it shall be con- 


| ducted according to civilized rules and the 


propérty of neutral natious fully respected, 
not only in Cuba but in the United States 
and Spain as well 

Most of the rumors of European interven- 
tion begin and end in Madrid, and for this 
reason ft seems clear that the action of the 
powers is destined “ér later to bring 
Spain te-her selists, rather than to prevent 


_the United States from carrying out its 


policy of intervention. 

Continental Europe, under the leadership 
of the tmpulsive Emperor of Germany, 
might like to put a finger into the pie in one 
way or another, but it cali Be stated on ab- 
solute authority that Great Britain would 
never consent to any dictatorial policy 
toward the United States. 

Our consular offices in Cuba and Puerto 
Rico are now in the hands of British Con- 
suls, and that is @ sufficient indication of 
the tacit alliance between the two great 
English speaking nations, and this is an al- 
liance which Europe well understands could 
easily dictate terms not only in Cuba but 
almost cértainly in China, probably in Tur-. 
key, and possibly even in Europe itself. 

State department officials, though usually 
secretive, do not hesitate to say in the most 
positive way, first, that there has been no 
threatehing European intervention, and, 
secondly, that if there were it would meet 
with an instantaneous and effective rebuff. 

Archbishop Ireland’s Part. 

New York, April 15.—[Special.J—In a 
signed statement from Washington in the 
Journal Foraker says: ‘The powers 
haven’t anything to do with Cuba, or the 
Cuban questian, and I think sorffebody 
ought to tell them so.”

Within a short time Archbishop Ireland 
will make a public reply to the attacks upon 
him. He will then proceed to Rome. The 
date on which this document is to be pub- 
lished has not been fixed. All that can be 
learned concerning it is the simple expres- 
sion: “ The publication of this letter will 
be timely.” 7 

It will go into details and show how he be- 
came involved in the Cuban-fight. When the 
Pope was begged by the Queen Regent to 
use his good offices for the preservation of 
peace it became necessary that some one at 
Washington should be in a position to send 
him hourly bulletins, if necessary, of the 
attitude of the administration. Mgr. Mar- 
' tinelli wae at first selected for the place, but 
he declined to act upon tlie ground that he 
could not possibly have any standing at the 
White House, being merely an ecclesiastical 
representative of the Vatican. 

It was then determined that the close and 
cordial friendship which existed between 
Archbishop Ireland and President MckKin- 
ley, joined to the fact that he is an eminent 
man and citizen, made him the best possible 
representative of the Pope. 

He received a formal letter from Cardinal 
Rampolla authorizing him to speak for the 
Pope in this Cuban crisis. This was pre- 
sented to Judge Day and semt!-official rela- 
tions began. 

Since that time Archbishop Ireland has 
been im communication with Europe. 
Through him the official texts of the conces- 
sions which Spain was willing to make for 
the sake of peace have been laid before this 
government and before the European Am- 
bassadors. The cdmposite news of the situ- 
ation has been cabled to him and by him 
dissemitiated. His mission has been to find 
and make practicable some plan of honorable 
peace. He has not yet given up hope of 
success. 

He desires to bring about a congress of na- 
tions. A high diplomat said tonight: 

“If concerted action may be able to 
smooth matters it will. be taken in such good 
season that actual hostilities will not begin. 
If, however, war cannot be averted, it is 
possiblé and probable, that a corgress of 
nations will be called immediately after a 
declaration of hostilities.

CHEER WARLIKE WORDS. 


President Crawford Says Spain’s 
Expulsion Is Nigh. 


AUDIENCE SINGS “AMERICA.” 


“As nm through Ferdinand raised its 
arm in the fifteenth century to expel the 
Saracen from its area, America has raised 
its arm today to drive from its soil and from 
all its isles this horrible devil of Spanish 
crueity.”’ 

The Rev. William H. Crawford, President 
of Allegheny College, spoke the ringing sen- 
tence last night as he stood on the platform: 
of the First Methodist Church, Clark and 
Washington streets, and addressed the rep- 
resentative audience which the celebration 
of Wesley day by the Methodist Social union 
had essembled. , 

On the same platform sat some of the best 
known men of Western Methodism, and they 
applauded the speaker with clapping of 
hands and waving of handkerchiefs. In- 
cluded in the number on the platform and 
on the side row of seats were the Rev. Dr. 
Arthur Edwards, editor of the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate; the Rev, Dr. G. 
Jackson, Presiding Elder of the Chicago 
district, south; the Rev. Dr. Lewis Curts of 
Chicago and Cincinnati, Western representa- 
tive of the Methodist Book Concern, the Rev. 
Dr. Edwin A. Schell, National Secretary of 
the Epworth league? the Rev. W. A. Burch 
of South Park Avenue Church; the Rev. Dr. 
A. C. Hirst of Centenary Church; and the 
Rev. W. B. Leach of Wicker Park Church. 

The patriotic demonstration, though 
quelled to allow Dr. Crawford to continue 
his oration upon “ Savonarola,” broke forth 
again with augmented force at the conclu- 
sion of the address, when the American 
flag was brought forth from the church 
library and waved enthusiastically from the 
platform by Dr. William E. Quine, Presi- 
dent of the union. The Rev. Dr. Brushing- 
ham seized the flag, hurried to the pulpit, 
and handed it to Dr. Quine. 

Music had been furnished by the Imperial 
Quartet, which the minister told to sing 
America. Dr. Quine took the color? and 
unfurled them, at the same time drawing a 
handkerchief from his pocket. His example 
was followed by nearly every man and 
woman in the church. The first and last 
verses of the patriotic hymn were sung, and 
at their conclusion the Rev. Dr. Crawford 
led in a rousing cheer. 

The college President has said publicly 
that he will enlist if war breaks out, and 
that the call to arms shall be the’signal for 
the repayment of college tuition fees. 

He twice during his oration struck a note 
on the crisis of the day, in his comparison of 
Ferdinand’s conquest of Granada with what 
he believed the impending overthrow of 
Spanish power in the western world, and 
when he-dwelt_upon the duties of ministers 
as preachers of political reform.

MRS. M. K. REED PASSES AWAY. 


Woman Notable in Temperance Circles 
and Wife of the Editor of the Ban- 
ner of Gold Dies. 


Mrs, M. Kate Reed, wife of Colonel Nate 
H. Reed, died early yesterday morning at 
her home, 255 Indiana street. Funeral serv- 
ices will be held at the house tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at 2 o'clock, and the body will be 
taken to Centralia for burial. 

Mrs. Reed was a native of Indiana and was 
educated in a girls’ seminary. She desired 
to become a physician, but her father was 
not in favor of women entering the profes- 
sions and she remained at home. Her fam- 
ily moved to Centralia when she was quite 
young, and as she grew to womanhood she 
contributed articles to newspapers and kept 
accounts in her father’s store. 

With Mrs. John L. Beveridge and Mrs. 
John A. Logan she organized the Illinois In- 
dustrial School for Girls and devoted most 
of her time to that institution until her mar- 
riage to Colonel Reed, who was at that time 
‘one of the editors of the Chicago Daily 
News. 

Upon her husband’s return from the 
Keeley Institute in 1891 the Banner of Gold 
was started to advocate the gold treatment 
and she took charge of the woman’s depart- 
ment: of the paper. As the result of 
her efforts the Woman's Auxiliary Kee- 
‘ley league was organized, which now 
has branches in nearly every State 
in the union. She was also a mem- 
ber of the Woman’s Non-Partisan Chris- 
tian Temperance union movement, -and 
through her influence the rescue department 
was organized and she was made State Sec- 
retary. At the time of her death Mrs. Reed

CHICAGO ORCHESTRA PRESENTS 
BRAHMS’ EXACTING COMPOSITION.

engrossing that the reaction 
of weariness whieh came at the close of the 
recital awakened the question as to the 
advisability of including two numbers so 
exacting upon the same program, The Bee- 
theven Symphony No. 3, * Eroica,”’’ under 
the direction of Mr. Thomas, was played 
with greatest care. There was a unity and 
nicety of phrase which spoke well for the 
discipline of the orchestra, but probably the 
greatest interest centered in the Brahms 
“ German Requiem,” which was given a first 
hearing here. In this number the orchestra 
was assisted by Mrs. Minnie Fish-Griffin, 
soprano; Mr. Charles W. Clark, baritone; Mr. 
William Middelschulte, organist; and the 
association chorus, under the direction of 
Mr. ArthurMees. 
The ‘‘ Requiem” is the work which first 
established Brahms as a composer of high 
rank and indicated his individuality and 
genius. While it is completely free from 
conventionality, it essays the most compli- 
cated form of vocal art and shows a depth 
of soul which, though grave and serious, is 
strong and vital. The work is founded upon 
a series of verses taken from the Bible 
which express sadness, terror of death and 
judgment, hope, consolation, thankfulness, 
and praise. 


Performance of the “ Requiem.” 


The first number opens quietly and is 
written for chorus and orchestra, the pre- 
vailing*tone being that of sadness, which 
merges into more beautiful harmonies to 
express comfort and the reward of fidelity. 
The chorus showed good selection and the 
balance was notably well arranged, the at- 
tacks were spontaneous, and there was no 
effort at overreaching. 
The second part introduces the funeral 
march in triple time, giving an effect which 
is strangely melancholy, beginning, as it 
does, very softly and gradually swelling, as 
if the funeral procession drew near. There 
is a din of drums beating against the pe- 
culiar orchestration, which is weird indeed, 
and the chorus sings in u n with solemn 
and religious dignity, “‘ Behold, all fiesh 
is like the grass.” But the number is not 
permitted to end under a cloud of sorrow, 
and with a striking contrast of keys the 
music changes into the reassuring com- 
mand, “‘ Wait patiently,” and then, after 
a repetition of the march, the chorus burst 
forth in a triumphant exclamation, ‘‘ God's 
word endureth forever,” which is joyous 
and works up to a stirring climax, to be fol- 
lowed by a quiet chorus in fugal writing to 
indicate peace and joy. 
The third number, opens by a baritone 
solo, setting forth “That maf is but a 
shadow.”’- The solo was sung by Mr. Clark 
in a manner that showed he understood the 
demands of the score. \The chorus which 
followed, while a marvelous piece of writ- 
ing, abounding in difficulties of modula- 
tion and of fugue composition, was so con- 
fusing in effect that it certainly would take 
more than one hearing to resolve its effect- 
iveness to lowest terms.”’ 

The fourth number is peaceful and in the 
beautiful modulations, which are particu- 
larly striking by contrast with the climax of 
the last movement, there is rest and quiet. 


Mrs. Fish-Griffin’s Work. 


In the solo which dominates the whole of 
the next part Mrs. Fish-Griffin proves her 
powers as a vocalist, singing the music ina 
clear voice, with crisp enunciation, and with 
taste and appreciation of the thoughts she 
interpreted. The sustained work which is 
the charm of this number was done with sat- 
isfying -sweetness of tone. In the original 
score this number was not present, and was 
added after the death of Brahms’ mother as 
a tribute td her memory. 

The sixth chorus is the culmination of the 
work. After a lament by the chorus com- 
fort is brought in the baritone solo which 
unfolds the mystery of the resurrection. In 
this solo Mr. Clark does some telling work 
in the phrase, “ We shall all be changed in 
@ moment, in the twinkling of an eye.’’ The 
voice rushes up to the climax, while in the 
orchestra there is the slightest suggestion 
of a change. The awakening seems to have 
begun, and then with a few swift har- 
monies the voice and accompaniment dash 
on seemingly to a tremendous climax, but 
the climax is a long pause, and then the 
music goes on with the new mood estab- 
lished. 3 

But the most impressive part is “ The 
Song of Triumph,” written upon those mys- 
terlous verses taken from the Apocalypse, 
for double chorus, orchestra, and organ. The 
music swings through modulation after 
modulation, climbs from climax to climax 
up—up—till it seems that an answer is being 
evoked from heaven in the words, “‘ Grave, 
where is thy triumph? Death, where is thy 
sting?’’ And then, as if unable to give up 
until an answer is vouchsafed, the chorus, 
orchestra, organ, all give vent to two tre- 
mendous detached chords of ‘“* Where?’’ 
“ Where?” The effect has been called (and 
it is certainly not an exaggeration) “ stu- 
pendous.”’ 

The last chorus is ceful and contented, 
with a resignation which tells that “ Blessed 
are the faithful who in the Lord are sleep- 
ing,’’ yet under all this seeming simplicity 
there is a detail of construction that is con- 
summate, It is the art of covering up art.

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OARSMEN. IN. PERIL 


Serious Ending of the Har- 
vard Class Crew Races. 


COACHES SAVE THE MEN. 


Shells Encounter a Heavy Sea 
and Are Swamped. 


MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 


Cambridge, Mass., April 15.—[Special. }— 
Harvard’s class crew races all but ended 
fatally this afternoon. Only the coolness 
and nerve of Coach Lehmann, Mr. Willis, 
and the Weld crew coaches saved the lives 
of the forty-five men who were competing 
in the Weld boat. 

At 6:15, when the races started, there was 
a heavy mist hanging over the water, but 
the part of the river about the Union Boat 
club, where the race started, was sheltered 
from the wind, and on this account the 
coaches decided to start the race. When the 
boats got above Harvard bridge, where the 
wind got full sweep, they found white caps 
and rollers as rought as the outside ocean, 
and with every stroke spray dashed into 
the boats until when about a quarter of a 
mile above the bridge the sophomore boat 
was almost full and the other boats twere 
rapidly filling. 

Coach Lehmann saw this and shouted 
through the megaphone, “ The race is off.”’ 
Twice he shouted it, but he could not make 
the crews hear, then he ordered the haaaten 
on the tugs to be blown and quickened the 
speed of his launch to overtake the sopho- 
more crew. Before he could get there, how- 
ever, the rail had gone under. The men 
went into the river; the laQnches were near 
and saved them, but no sooner had he pulled 
the men aboard than the junior boat went 
out of sight. 


Jump into the River. 


For a mile the men kept their seats, until 
the water reached their armpits. Then they 
jumped from the boat, and one by one they 
were pulled in by Lehmann and the rest of 
the coaches. For a while it looked as if 
some of the men*would be drowned, for the 
ice water gave them cramps. 

By this time the little boat, John Harvard, 
had more men on board than it could hold, 
and it steamed alongside of the referees’ 
tug to unload. Meanwhile the other boats 
had continued up the river at a rapid pace. 
When the men were taken from the 
launch to the tug a cry for help came from 
the senior crew, now a quarter of a mile up 
the river. 

Both the launches and the tug put on full 
steam, and set out after the seniors. When 
they got there the boat had sunk, and the 
men were struggling about in the water on 
oars. They were quickly pulled aboard, but 
not until some were well gone.

international law that a state may interfere 
in a hostile manner in the affairs of another 
state guilty of a wrong against humanity 
or liberty, we would be justified, neverthe- 
less, in interference with the action of Spain 
in Cuba in the interest of commerce and the 
repose of our own society. 

* Long ago, indeed, acting outside of every 
consideration of sympathy for the Cuban 
patriots, acting wholly in our own interests, 
we should have in some way avoided the ne- 
cessity under which we have acted, of being 
in effect an ally of Spain in her efforts to 
suppress a people who are so gallantly strug- 
gling for freedom. 

* But, sir, whatever may have been our 
sins of omission against liberty in the armed 
controversy in progress between Spain and 
Cuba, we propose now to do our duty to God 
and humanity, liberty, and to ourselves, by

In the light of this fact 
and of other facts that appeal to our hu- 
manity and to our business, commercial, 
and political interests stands displayed to 
all the world the duty of America to inter- 
fere in the affairs of Cuba and compel Spain 
to withdraw her army and her civil authority 
from the island and permit the people thereof 
to enjoy the inalienable rights of man, 
among which are life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness. 

“In Porcmnarest refutation of all that has 
been said of the misgovernment of Cuba and 
of the cruelty of Spain, the assertion has 
been made, and is even yet being made, that 
there exists no real cause of complaint by us 
against Spain, no cause that can justify us 
in interfering in the pending conflict in Cuba; 
that a sensational press has produced, with- 
out good reason, the excited condition of the 
public mind which is demanding that our 
government shall take up arms against the 
Spaniard and expel him from the continent. 
This is an attempt to hide from the world 
the truth of the present situation; it is an- 
other of the many attempts that selfish in- 
terests have made to excuse the influence of 
kingly power at the expense of liberty, and 
to exalt peace in the humiliation of that 
spirit of freedom which should be ever slow 
to wrath indeed, but always swift in vindl- 
eation of its glorious mission and of its 
exalted dignity in the affairs of mankind.

Be Heralded in Chicago. 


MANY FIRMS WILL AID. 


Whistles to Sound Far and Wide | 


When News Is Known. 


TELEPHON ES TO GIVE WORD. 


Long blasts from 200 whistles and the 
clanging of a score of bells will announce 
to the people of Chicago and the surround- 
ing country that war has either been de- 
clared by the United States or Spain or 
that an act has been passed by Congress 
and ratified by President McKinley that is 
equivalent to a declaration of war. Within 
ten minutes after the news reaches Chicago 
the telephone company will have trans- 
mitted it to a hundred or more manufactur- 
ing concerns, railroad shops, and steamboat 
companies, and all have agreed to in turn 


spread the news by blasts of their whistles. 


In the several surrounding villages whistles 
and church and school bells will announce 
the tidings, and according to the present 
arrangements no town or village within 
fifty miles of Chicago will be kept in igno- 
rance for more than a few minutes after the 
news has been received here.

TRIBUNE office yesterday afternoon: 

Chicago, April 15.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Dear Sir: Realizing that the people of Chicago 
aml surrounding towns are anxious to receive at 
the earliest possible moment any news of war 
having been declared or of war having been 
practically declared by action of Congress and 
the President, the Chicago Telephone company 
has arranged to notify several large manufac- 
turing and mill concerns, as well as the several 
railroad companies, of such fact. immediately it 
is received. These in turn have agreed to give 
the information to the public by blowing whistles 
and ringing bells. The people are entitled to the 
news of such an important event and we take 
great pleasure in being an instrument in the 
transmission of the news.

GOMPERS IS FOR PRACE. 


DECLARES THE WORKING CLASSES 
ARE OPPOSED TO WAR. 


Bread Winners Would Have to Fur- 
nish the Corpses and Their Wives 
Would Become Widows and the 
Children Half-Orphans in the Event 
of Battle—President of the Ameri. 
can Federation of Labor Is in Chi- 
cago on Official Business, 


Speaking for nearly 600,000 laboring men, 
whose opinions he professes to know, Sam- 
uel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, ts for peace. He de- 
cries war on the ground it is the laboring 
class whose men will furnish the corpses 
and whose women and children wii] become 
the widows and half-orphans, and on the 
further ground that it will do much to retard 
the socialistic growth of this country. 

Mr. Gompers arrived in Chicago yesterday 
morning on one of his periodical tours of the 
labor centers, which he takes to confer with 
the local representatives and help in ‘the 
patching up of the little dissensions which 
are continually arising. His journey ex- 
tended as far west as Kansas City, where 
he obtained the first written recognition of 
union labor ever secured from the Armour 
Packing company. 

He presidéd yesterday morning at a con- 
ference between the Amalgamated Associa- 


‘tion of Woodworkers and the Boxmakers 


and Sawyers’ union, looking toward a con- 
solidation. Later he listened to similar proj- 
ects from the Franklin Association of Print- 
ers, which seeks to take in the printing press 
workers, and the Steamfitters’ union, which 


seeks to control the Sprinkler Fitters’ union.. 


He also gave audience to President O’Con- 
nell of the Machinists’ union regard to 
the project of an eight-hour day, and to 
President Perkins of the Cigarmakers’ 
union. Both of these latter industries are 
affected by the war prospects. 

“I find everywhere,”’ 
Gompers, ‘‘ that while the laboring men are 


willing and anxious to fight to uphold the | 


honor of the country they are more anxious 
to avert war if possible. They realize that 
no real honor was ever strengthened by 
bloodshed. They all agree that Cuba should 


be free, not as a political move, but on the | 


broader ground of humanity. They realize 
that every happening that tends toward the 
freedom of mankind is a step in.the general 
evolution and are anxious that the Cubans 
be free from Spanish rule. 


“The Cubans are very much in the same | 


position the labor unions once were. While 
they were weak the corporations refused to 
do anything but oppress them. Now they 
are strong as the United States is, and when 
it attacks Spain the reply is, ‘Let us arbi- 
trate.’ 

“ War is a terrible thing and the working 
people realize that they are the ones who 
must bear the brunt of it. If war does come, 


they will be ready to do all that any one- 


might ask, but until it Comes of a necessity, 
they wish to use every possible means to 


avert it.’”’ 
Mr. Gompers said the géneral labor sit- 


‘yation was good and the relations between 


labor and capital much better than they 
had been. He found the corporations quite 
willing to make concessions to labor organ- 
izations. He believed this was due to the 
fact that all through the long business de- 
pression the labor organizations had re- 
mained intact and now that things are look- 
ing up, he says, they are in a positiom to 
make certain demands and compe! recogn:- 
tion. 

Mr. Gompers will remain in the city for 
several days, listening to committees and 
individuals and sitting as a sort of judge in 


the local labor controversy. 


SHOT WHILE IN A DEPOT. 
A. F. Middagh Seriously Wounded by 


Ernest Fahsbender — Family 
Troubles the Cause. 


A. F. Middagh,a real estate dealer of Wind- 
sor Park, was shot and seriously wounded 
shortly after noon yesterday at the Illinois 
Central Station by Ernest Fahsbender, a 
barber, also of Windsor Park. Family 
troubles were thé cause. On Saturday 
Fahsbender’'s wife left him, and on Monday 
she filed a suit for divorce. Fahsbender 
blamed Middagh for his troubles and fol- 
lowed him to the city on the train. The 
shooting followed as they left the cars. 
Fahsbender opened fire without warning. 

Middagh was struck twice, over the heart 


and in the groin. He was taken to th4\Bap- 


tist Hospital, where it was said his con- 
dition was critical, but he would probably 
recover. Fahsbender was locked up at the 
Harrison Street Police Station. 

Fahsbender is 35 years old, and lives at 
7502 Railroad avenue, Windsor Park. He 
owns a barber shop at 167 Seventy-fifth 
street. Middagh is 42 years old and lives 
at 7640 Bond avenue with his family. 

At the station Fahsbender told the follow- 
ing story of the shooting: 

‘“* About two years ago I received,an anon- 
ymous letter connecting my wife's name 
with Middagh’s. I ignored it until Mrs. 
Middagh made charges against my wife, 
which she admitted. Mrs. Middagh induced 
me to reach an understanding with her hus- 
band. He wanted to avoid publicity, and 
gave me $500 and a second. mortgage on his 
house for $1,500. When I went home last 
Saturday night I found my wife had left, 
taking our child with her. She had taken 
with her all the household goods she could 
carry and $34, all the money Ihad. Monday 
I learned she had sued fora divorce. Since 
then I have been nearly crazy. I blame 
Middagh for my troubles and decided to 
kill him.”’ 

Residents of Windsor Park give Fahs- 
bender a good reputation, and he seems to 
have their sympathy. Middagh, at the hos- 
pital, denied to the police that there was 
anything in Fahsbender’s accusations.

The Bugene Field I Knew. By Fran- 
cis Wilsoh. Scribners. 
In a review of a bock about one who was 
humorist by one who was a comedian it is 
permissible to call attention to a slip that 
is all the “‘ funnier’. because it comes in 
the midst of a sober character sketch. Says 

Mr. Wilson: “ Except at those infrequent 
times when he permitted his face to take 
a serious cast, the Eugene Field whom I 
knew had little or nothing morose about 
him, little or nothing that was not of the 
vrightest, sunniest character.”’ 

This diagnosis would probably amuse Eu- 
gene Field immensely if he were still alive. 
He was an enthusiastic student of words, 
and the use “serious” and ‘‘ morose 
in that sente could not but affect him 
strangely. It would be a warning to him 
never to permit his face to take a serious 
cast for fear of consequences.

It is never & pleasant thing to speak dis- 
paragingly of Bret Harte. In the century 
and more that has passed of our national 
life he’ is one of the few American writers 
Whese work gives evidence of indisputable 

enius in the author. Twenty years ago he 
had become 4n immortal. His sketches of 

pioneer days In California were as perfect in * 
their way as any literary masterpiece. Nath- 

those fough mining camps that lent 
itself to romantic treatment escaped him. 

The languagé he used in description and in 
characterization was amazingly and del:cht- 
fully-felicitoug, No one ever achieved great- 
€r success in impressing upon Others the 
ecenery of & Story. Mountains, gulches, and 
plains. were Summoned before the mind's 
eye as with a magic wand, and over and 
about them all was the very atmosphere of 
the far West. 

The succes$ with character was equally 
remarkable. The material was not always 
promiging to judge by surface indications.

Some Detective Unrealities. 
Lost Man’s Lane. By Anna Katharine 
Green (Mrs, ®ohlfs). G. P. Putnam's 
Sons. be 

This book iifustrates the danger of suc- 
cumbing to the habit of writing detective 
stories. It is probable—nay, certain—that 
the author must have regarded men and 
women as desirable or even indispensable 
elements in romance before she became 
hopelssly addicted to the habit. But now 
she makes no account of human nature. She 
is content with arseries of puzzles which sug- 
gests a special machine, warranted to turn 
out so many yarns in so many hours. To be 
sure, divers marionettes are thrown in with 
the yarns, but they are machine made, too, 
and very roughly done. 

Amelia Butterworth, the old maid who 
has figured in Rohlfs’ literature before as 
an amateur detective, goes into the home of 
the children of an old friend for the purpose 
of unraveling a murder mystery. Her sus- 
picions are directed against her hosts, and 
she makes the fact offensively apparent to 
them. Yet they tolerate both her spying and 
her rudeness, though the real secret which 
oppresses them is one which they need not 
have feared to trust to her keeping. An 
insulting demand for the key to her room 
evokes not one spark of spirit and her farced 
visit. is accepted as if it were as unavoidable 
‘as a @ecree of fate. 

As for the preternaturally bright woman 
herself, she is as: stupid as she is. bright. 
When she goes from the house in Lost Man’s 
Lane to the village hotel she immediately ex- 
changes confidences with the landlady. She 
talks over her old friend with this person 
without any misgivings. That the landlady 
should have told a long story in the style of 
a professional romancer seems not to strike 
her as in any way peculiar. A flowing nar- 
rative with its * lost among the shadows of 
that ill-reputed road " affects her apparently 
as the natural expression of the mind ofa 
country innkeeper’s wife.

Stanley’s Respects to the Boers. 
Through South Africa. By Henry M. 
Stanley. Scribners: 

Henry M. Stanley has the intense and 
militant conviction of a Greater Englander, 
and it was to be expected that when he wrote 
of south Africa he would do so with moreor 
less of “‘ pizen.’’ The calm judicial reason- 
“ing would have been astonishing in such a 
partisan, astonishing and disappointing, too, 
for, however much it may conduce to wis- 
dom, it is too often death to interest. 

The author’s first cbjective point was 
Buluwayo, in Matabeleiand, whither he went 
upon a junketing trip with other notables 
to celebrate the opening of the railroad 
from Cape Town. In the chapters that are 
descriptive of this new town and country 
there is little of the controversial and the 
denunciatory which are reseryed for Oom 
Paul. In Mr. Stanley's opinion Matabele- 
land is full of agricultural and mining prom- 
ise. The American reader will be able to 
understand the country by reference to the 
transmissouri regions of his own. There 
is plain succeeding plain poorly timbered 
and poorly watered. This vast level tract 
has an altitude of between 4,000 and 5,000 
feet and it lies within the tropics. The soil 
is excellent. Apparentiy there must be a 
strong resemblance to eastern Colorado, 
and the one great need is a system ot irriga- 
tion for the farms and of artificial water 
courses for the miner. 

In spite of the tropical heat the climate 
is not oppressive, The dryness and the ele- 
vation make it tolerable to Europeans. It is 
a climate that is favorable to vegetation 
also, if there be proper cultivation. All the 
common garden vegetables of Eurepe and 
America do well. They thrive iuxuriantly 
and grow to Californian proportions. |

“ cowardice and weakness of others."’ 

It is plain that if Mr. Stanley were a 
Johannesburger he would not wait for a 
Jameson. The very sight of the Boer min- 
ing town drives him to the extremes of ex- 
asperation. Its people, it appears, are ter- 
rorized by a fort and Krupp guns, its busi- 
ness is ruined by unequal taxes, every form 
of wealth it possesses must contribute to 
the enrichment of corrupt Boer officials. It 
presents ‘‘ the striking incongruity of first- 
class mechanical ingenuity, spirited enter- 
prise, business sagacity, and tireless indus- 
try being subject to senile madness ond 
boorish insensibility.” We may imagine a 
wild, fantastic war dance at this point. Then 
comes the following: 

That such a thing should be is most preposter- 
ous and contrary to all human precedent. For 
elsewhere, and since the dawn of civilization, in- 
tellect has always been master, captain, and king 
over ignorance, but af*Johannesburg it is asinine 
ignorance which rules intellect. Another re- 
versal of human custom is seen in the submissive- 
“ness of intellect to ignorance, and though, being 
naturally sensitive under the whip and restiess 
under the goad, it remonstrates sometimes, its 
remonstrance is in such a sweet, mild way that 
the spectator can only smile and wonder. 

But Mr. Stanley’s smile is not a pleasant 
one. It passes into a strident laugh, an 
unmelodious ha ha, and it must have re- 
quired expletives that do not appear well 
in print to ease his mind. He would like 
to have those Johannesburgers show that 
they are not afraid to die. He would like 
to interrupt the debates of the Boer legisla- 


tors on the Prophet Isaiah with a challenge 


and a war cry. 

That is a fine fervor in which he writesand 
most interesting, whatever the reader's 
prejudices or sympathies may be. But the 
memory of the Boers’ skill with the rifle

Exclamations About Finland. 
Through Finland in Carts. 
Alec Tweedie. Macmillan. 

Many members of the sex which Mr. 
Turveydrop called delightful attempt a 
graphic representation of their emotions in 
their ordinary correspondence by drawing 
lines beneath certain words that they wish 
to emphasize. When this practice is begun 
there is no telling where it will end. At the 
start a line forevery tenth word may satisfy 
the craving for accentuated expression. 
Later this temperate indulgence seems weak 
and ineffectual, and intervening words here 
and there are underscored, The new lines 
are then regarded with pride and momentary 
content. They are taken to -indicate 
strength, But all the time the appetite for 
them is growing—an appetite as insatiable as 
that of the toper. The demand now is for 
lines for the lines’ sake. They are simply 
“trun in,” hit or miss. It is here set down 
in all veracity that letters have emanated 
from the delightful sex which contained an 
average of one underscoring for every two 
words. 

The bearings of these observations will be 
found in their application to Mrs. Alec 
Tweedie’s book. It is a good book, so good 
that it is deemed worthy of a second men- 
tion now that it has come out in a new 
edition that deserves a hearty reception 
from. the public, but it reveals a veritable 
debauch of exclamation points, 

The opening paragraph closes with a 
point’which strives to make a sensation of 
the decorous and sober geographical fact 
that® Finland is larger than England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, and the Netherlands com- 
‘bined. Paragraph two is punctuated with 
two, exclamation points. One of them tes- 
tifles te a violent surprise over the paucity 
of Finnish maps and guide books in London, 
the other to a half-resentful protest against 
the cockney ignorance of things Finnish. 
Paragraph three, which is but little over a 
line in length, is brought to a stop with a 
calm and collected period, though it is fully 
aS startling as either of the others, but par- 
agraph four explodes with the astounding 
statement: “A young man. here, a young 
girl there, an old man, or an. old woman, 
joined us at different times, and, alas, left 
us again!” 

But let us do the exclamation point. jus- 
tice. It is one of many evidences that the 
author was in a state of continual surprise, 
and what better preparation is there for 
the composition of a book of travels? The 
biasé fellow who is‘as calm and collected as 
the period never hgs interest enough in any- 
thing to report what he has seen with life 
and feeling. Mrs. Tweedie's exclamatory 
freshness shames his dull efforts. It is not 
Only more entertaining, it is more instruct- 
ive also, since it impresses itself upon the 
memory. Bright, animated, and readable 
as the lady’s work is, we can easily forgive 
the occasional w that comes from 
overemphasis. 

By her report Finland is a land of strange 
contrasts, a queer mingling of the primitive 
and the up-to-date. Bicycles abound every- 
where, most of them of American and Eng- 
make, but the old Finnish vehicles,

| quaint and curious, are to be met with also. 


The new woman has invaded the universi- 
ties, the professions, business, and the 
trades, but the old woman is still tilling the 
fields and sweeping the streets. The tele- 
phone is in very common use, but in spite of 
their liking for this time-saving instru- 
ment the Finns never hurry and miss a boat 
or train with perfeet indifference. You ex- 
pect a cold climate, but you find the sum- 
mer heat dreadful, and that pest of the 
tropics, the mosquito, makes your life mis- 
erable. 

These are some of the things that come to 
the mind out of the interesting recital, which 
is exceptionally rich both in incident and 
description, 


Good Life of Chancellor Kent. 
Memoirs and Letters of James Kent, 
Ll. D. By his great-grandson, William 
Kent. Little, Brown & Co. 

In this age of extravagant eulogy it is a 
distinct relief to read a biography that 
avoids unnecessary deta!ll and is free from 
vulgar panegyric. It is particularly a pleas- 
ure to find that the great-grandson of one 
ef America’s most famous men could refrain 
so completely from error of this kind as 
William Kent has done in his admirable 
** Memoirs and Letters of Chancellor Kent.” 

Prompted by a proper pride, but softened 
by filial regard, Mr. Kent in this volume has 
given us an altogether excellent life of the 
great jurist and law writer, without our be- 
ing compelled to guard ‘‘ cum grano ” against 
a false or exaggerated impression of the 
character and attainments of the father of 
American equity jurisprudence. We are 
here plainly told of his really distinguished 
ancestry without feeling that all other men 
in comparison are meanly born. We learn 
of his mastery of the law and the classics 
and belles lettres without being disagreeably 
convinced of our own illiteracy. In short, 
we have a practical lesson that ‘‘ nothing so 
befits a man as modest etillness and humil- 
ity.” It would be difficult to imagine what 
could so clearly demonstrate the rea) great- 
ness of the man as the temperance of his 
biographer. 

James Kent was a graduate of Yale at 18, 
a law professor at 21, a Judge at 28, a Justice 
of the Supreme Court of New York at 25, and, 
before reaching the age of 60, had contrib- 
uted a permanent line of chancery décisions 
that still remains to enlighten and strength- 
en the modern,.practice of this day. His 
wonderful precocity did not, however, di- 
minish his mental vigor in his later life. On 
the contrary, his last work kept pace in 
strength with advancing years. 

Chaucer at 60, We are told, began his 
“Canterbury Tales.”” Kent at 63 began’his 
* Commentaries on American Law,” after 
he had passed the age limit for judicial serv- 
ice then in force in New York. This re- 
markable work has mage his name to 
America what Blackstone's is to England. 
In four large volumes, the Commentaries 
were written by Kent and by him revised 
and enlarged in successive editions, until, at 
the ripe age of 8&4, he was called away, still 
in full vigor of mind and working to the last. 

Not alone is he known by his Commen- 
taries. As Chancellor of the Court of Chan- 


) ‘cery of the State of New York he brought to 


bear his wonderful talent for studious re- 
search, and from the chaos of American 
chancery practice he brought order and sys- 
tem, and created for himself the name of 
“Chancellor ’’ and for his country founded 
an admirable basis of equity precederits, re- 
ported in seven volumes of Johnson's Chan- 
cery Reports, that are still and always will 
be foundation stones in that intricate and 
perplexing department of legal science. 

To the lawyer Chancelior Kent is a peer 
of Marshall and Wilson and Story and Cur- 
tis. To the well informed lay reader he 
should be as well known because he was 
more than a lawyer, more than a Judge; 
he was a ripe scholar, a classical student, a 
oe in the creative period of American 

story. 


From Forecastle to Bishop’s Palace. 
The Incidental Bishop. By Grant Allen. 
Appleton. 

Tom Pringle had served eight years In the 
forecastle when a strange combination of 
circumstances brought him up half dead in 
the clothes of a missionary named Glisson, 
who had been laboring for the conversion 
of South Sealslanders. By this time Glisson 
was a corpse, but he should be resurrected 


| for a moment just to show what eight years 


in the forecastie had not done for Tom. 
Glisson, lying fatally wounded in a bunk, 
expresses a longing for his Greek Testa- 
ment, but says, “ My eyes are weak and of 
course you can’t read it.”” The “ you” is 
in the italics of commiseration. But it hap- 
pened that up to the time that he was 16, 
when he ran away to sea, Tom had been 
in a grammar school in Canada, and this is 
more significant than it appears at first 
sight. American college graduates hardly 
remember the Greek alphabet, but eight 
years before’ the mast had sharpened the 
classical wits of the truant from the Cana- 
dian “ prep,’ who, after reading a little with 
deep- appreciation, exclaimed: ‘‘I under- 
stand the Greek better now, though I haven't 
looked at it since, than I did when I was a 
schoolboy.” 

Granting willingly that the schoolboy 
knowledge could not have been great, the 
expansion under forecastie training still 
seems remarkable, but then Tom is a sur- 
prise any way you take him. Clothing him 
once more in the missionary’s garments, we 
follow him until another strange combina- 
tion of circumstances has landed him in the 
comfortable home of the Rev. Mr. Strong 
of Sydney. Here, under the name of Giisson, 
he becomes interested in Olive, the daughter 
of Mr. Strong. Here also he corrects some 
more erroneous notions concerning the fore- 
castle traihing. He is not content to feel in 
a general way that Olive is pretty. When 
the sailor in him overcame the pretended 
parson he observed with keen discrimina- 
tion that she had quietly beautiful eyes— 
“not eyes of tropical splendor or of arch 
coquetry, like the ladies of the stage whom 
he had most admired, but calm, serene, 
strong, able eyes, eyes that gave assurance 
of steadfastness and capacity.” With that 
powerful analysis of the features that is so 
usual in the jolly tar when he is in the 
society of his lass, Thomas realizes that 
Olive’s features are modeled with underlying 
firmness and elusive delicacy. * Even at 
first glance he noticed in particular a cer- 
tain dainty cutting away of the lid of the 
nostrils.’’ 

Probably it is not necessary to say any- 
thing further about the figures which pase 
for characters in this story. The reader 
knows now that the author can make Tom 
a Bishop, or a King, or 4, Czar with equal 
unconcern and may take/courage to write 
a novel himself some day by that easy 
method which goes as pleases without

Sensational Journalism Denied. 


“ The press did not create the facts, which 
have been established irrefutably by the 
testimony delivered in this presence by the 
honorable Senators from Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Nebraska, and Mississippi. The 
sensationalism of the press did not compel 
Weyler to resort to the system of warfare, 
repugnant to all our ideas, under which 
hundreds of thousands of inoffensive men, 
women, end children have been subjected 
to the horrors of slow death by starvation; 
under which Ruiz and others were mur- 
dered: under which an innocent Cuban 
maiden was imprisoned and threatened with 


a fate the anticipation of which created | 


a sentiment of horror in the heart of every 
man and woman in America. 

“Was it the sensationalism of the press 
that prompted a Minister of Spain accred- 
ited to this government to insult the Presi- 
dent of the republic, and that instigated 
the crime of the destruction of the battle- 
ship Maine and the murder of hundreds 
of her gallant crew? No, no! the press of 
America has done nothing more in thi 
instance than to, hold the mirror up t 
Spain and show to that nation her own 
frightfully distorted features, and to re- 
flect upon her vision the story of her crimes 
against God and humanity—crimes the 
bloodiest in all the annals of time. Sir, the 
press has told the truth, but not all the 
truth concerning affairs in Cuba, because 
the situation is so full of horrors it cannot 
be overstated, cannot, indeed, be adequate- 
ly stated in all the length and breadth of 
appalling horribleness. 

“ Sir, in the contemplation of this situa- 


tion I have been forced to the conclusion | 


that there is but one course that we can 
pursue with honor. In an effort to alle- 
viate the sufferings of the people of Cuba we 
have expostulated with Spain, and have en- 
deavored to induce her to wage her war of 
suppression in accordance with the rules 
of civilized warfare, but our expostulations 
have been in vain. She has persisted in 
‘her system of inhuman warfare, feebly 
fighting the insufgénts, cruelly starving un- 
armed men and helpless women and chil- 
dreh, insulting and murdering American 
citizens, and demonstrating in many ways 
her inability to govern and her determina- 
tion to listen to nothing but the prompt- 
ings of a national pride out of which flows 
a constant stream of misery and death. - 

** Contemplating this condition, I have beep 
forced to the conclusion that we must in- 
terfere and put an end to the war of Spain 
upon the Cubans; that we must do this in the 
interests of humanity, as well as in our own 
interest. 


McKinley with the People. 


'“ Sir, to this conclusion the President has 
come with many thousands of his fellow- 
citizens who deprecate the idea of waa. 
He has desired; as every other. truly pa- 
triotic man has desired, the settlement of 
the Cuban question by peaceful methods; 
but he has never been an advocate of the 
debasing policy of peace at any price: he 
knows that peace purchased by dishonor- 


/ able concessions is debasing and dangerous 


to popuiar government; and now, having 
failed in his laudable efforts to induce Spain 
to accept the suggestions made by him and 
‘to act upon humane principles, he hag taken 
a stand in the interest of the American 
people and of humanity. 

“Mr. President, I have no desire for war. 
It is painful to me to believe that war is im- 
minent, but there seems to be no honorable 


‘escape from it. Horrible as war is yet there 


are other things worse than war. No hon- 
orable spirited people can afford to sit. 
silently by and see tens’ and hundreds of 
thousands of people helpless and starving to 
death. It matters not whether they are of 
our nation or in a country under the domina- 
tion of some other, if they are near to our 
door. It is in my judgment the duty of 
this government to intervene in behalf of 
such suffering people whatever may be the 
consequence to our nation in doing so. It is 
worse than war in its consequence upon us 
to permit such a condition of affairsin Cuba 
to longer continue.

“The recognition of the independen 
the republic of Cuba, unaccompanied Moe 
any other act on our part, would not accom- 
plish the purpose we have in view—the imme- 
diate relief of the Cuban population from 
starvation and the horrors of the barbarous 
system of Spanish warfare. The recognition 
of the independence of Cuba would not be 
an act of war against Spain and it woula 
not be a justifiable cause of war by Spain 
against the United States, It would leave 
the situation unrelieved in the only way that 
will be satisfactory to the people of this 
country. 

“Recognition of Cuba's independence 
without immediate interference would 
clude, of course, the recognition of bel- 
ligerénecy and entitle this government to 
insist that the war should be conducted in 
accordance with those humane laws that 
have been ordained by the common congent 
of the civilized world.

‘Second, when a government, acting en- 
tirely within the limits of its prerogatives 
of sovereignty, violates the rights of hu- 
manity, whether by measures contrary to 
the interests of other states. or by excessive 
injustice and cruelty, which deeply wounds 
public morals and civilization. 

“* The right of intervention,’ continues 
Arntz, ‘is a legitimate one, because how- 
ever important may be the rights of sover- 
eignty and independence, there is one thing 
of still greater importance, and that is the 
law of humanity and human society which 
ought not to be outraged.’ 

“ Without elaborating further the argu- 
ment that we have a right to intervene, I 
may cali attention to the fact that beth 
President Cleveland and President McKinley 
have warned Spain that the time might 
come when, in the language of President 
McKinley in his message of Dec. 6, 1897, 
‘If it shall hereafter appear to be a duty 
imposed by our obligations to ourselves, to 
civilization, and humanity to interevene with 
force it shall be without fault on our part 
and only because the necessity for such 
action will be s6 clear as to command the 
support and approval of the civilized world.’ 

“ Sir, the time has come when, without 
fault on our part, we must interevene in 
the affairs of Cuba, and that the President 


»}may be enabled to do so he should be di- 


rected and empowered to use the entire 
land and naval forces of the United States. 


Day and Hour Is Here. 


* Let us not hesitate to give to him that 
authority and let us give it to him in the 
confident belief that even now is the day 
and the hour in which this government that 
was consolidated by the statesmanship of 
Washington and saved from destruction by 
the patriotism and wisdom of Lincoln, speak- 
ing by the voice of McKinley, shall demand 
the retirement of Spain from Cuba: and 
upen her refugal to comply the republic will 
thunder this demand from the mouths of a 
thousand cannon. 

“Mr. President, I esteem it an honor that 
I am able today to say that I join in the 
support of the announced policy of President 
McKinley. I do not care whether he has 
dotted every ‘i’ or crossed every ‘t’ in 
his proclamation to the world; everybody 
knows that he has said plainly enough to 
Spain—and every American echoes the words

“ After the vote is taken upon the report 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations there 
will be but one mind and one voice im the 
United States. However much my friends 
may hesitate and doubt as to the unimpor- 
tant. phrasing of the announcement, no- 
body on earth, not even Spain, will miscon- 
strue or misunderstand our plain demand, 

“Mr. President, the greatest criminal 
trial of modern times is approaching a con- 
clusion. The people of the entire world have 
been witnesses upon this trial. The indict- 
ment against the offender has been pro- 
claimed to every land and has been read in 
every language. 

“The kingdom of Spain has been the first 
and only nation to merit a reputation so 
awful in character, or to achieve a place in 
history so completely unparalleled in in- 
famy and wrong. The evidence has been 
given and the inquest of the world is now 
sitting in solemn considerationrsof that evi- 
dence. The announcement of the verdict ts 
awaited with expectation by every country 
upon the earth. No other nation in many 
hundreds of years has been evicted arbi- 
trarily from its holdings and driven into the 
complete and perfect disgrace of universal 
ostracism. The punishment is great; God 
knows that the crime was greater. The hu- 
mililation and the bitter disgrace of the fall 
of a nation which once owned nine-tenths of 
the great American continent are stu- 
pendous ané terrific, even in contemplation, 
but that humiliation and disgrace, complete 
and awful as they are, do not evenina mute 
degree compare with the offenses and enor- 
mities chargeable against the government 
of Spain. 


Ten Centuries of Brutality. 


“ The history of Spain is a history of more 
than a thousand years of brutality and con- 
centrated cruelty. It is a history so ex- 
tensive and continuous, made up of every 
conceivable variety of barbaric wrong a 
outrage, too often instituted Dy the direct 
authority of the government itself, that the 
identity known to the world as the Kingdom 
of Spain is now justly and properly recog- 
nized as an ‘ outlaw among nations.’ 

‘It has always been a robber nation. It 
has always been the merciless appropriator 
of the property of others. While enjoying 
the honor of the discovery of America, she 
appropriated the countries, the islands, and 
the waters spied out by that intrepid Italian 
navigator who commanded her ships and 
who first set his feet upon San Salvador. 
The reward he received from Spain was pre- 
cisely in kind and keeping with the reward 
Spain has always given to those who have 
performed meritorious services for her, He 
was imprisoned and punished, humiliated 
and degraded for the offense of adding to the 
Spanish domain the wondrous territory of 
the New World. All this territory, which 
was formerly, by virtue of discovery and 
occupation, known as Spanish America, has 
become the home. of political freedom, for- 
ever emancipated from the narrcw and mis- 
erable control of a country which governed 
only by the sword, whose watchword was 
blood, and whose inspiration was death. 

“From the fertile plains of Argentina, 
far across the River Platte, from the heights 
of the Andes to the lowlands of the Amazon,

from 1492 to 1898 the story of Spanish tn- 
humanity is just as true in the nineteenth 
century as it was in the days of the inquisi- 
tion. 


Weyler’s Alternatives of Death. 


“In Cuba its ultimatum, as held out to 
the reconcentrados, has been simply the al- 
ternative of death by starvation or death 
by the machete. Human life in the Span- 
ish lexicon is a thing of no value. Gen- 
eral Weyler started out two years ago with 
what he termed a policy of pacification. 
He told his sovereign that in such and such 
a period he would pacify the insurgent 
provinces of Cuba. 

“How did he pacify them? He penned 
those peor non-combatant women, chil- 
dren, and old men up in barbed wire in- 
closures and surrounded them by deep 
trochas and canals, where they could easily 
be pacified by the machete. Two hundred 
thousand Cubans of both sexes and of all 
ages sleep the sleep of pacification in their 
graves Upon the soil once owned by them. 
The United States has waited with an awful 
waiting until by such methods Spain could 
pacify @ people, If an American citizen

Mrs. Adrian Hope is a daughter of Bir 
Francis Scott, and not of General Frost of 
St. Louis, Mo., as has been stated in some of 
the cable dispatches during the last ten 
days. If I call attention to this fact in 
these columns, it is because Mrs. Adrian 
Hope’s name has been connected in such a 
very unpleasant manner with the sensation- 
al death of the lovely Mrs. Uzielli, that it 
is asserted that her name by command of 
the Queen has been removed from the Hist 
of those women who are eligible for at- 
tendance at the Buckingham Palace draw- 
ing-rooma, for invitations to state functions 
and to private entertainments at which 
royal women are present. 

The evidence taken at the inquest on Mrs. 
Uzielli shows that it was Mrs. Adrian Hope 
who introduced Dr. Collins to his victim 
and who accompanied the latter to Dr. 
Collins’ house within ten days of her death, 
though it ia not clear from the evidence 

hether it was on that occasion that Mrs. 

zielli reéeived the injuries which resulted 
so fatally.
